The question was put to 
the student body In the latest Vol¬ 
ette Poll, but so few non-veteran 
ballots were turned tn that only 
veteran ballots were counted. 
There were 300 votes.

The real purpose 
was to compare the pay with liv¬ 
ing expenses locally and And out 
how much the dole should be In¬ 
creased.

Averages: Single—$96.54. Mar¬ 
ried $124.82. 

The voting was remarkably even 
in Its speciAcatlons of the same 
increases, but single men wanted 
bigger increases in proportion to 
what they need than did married 
vets. Only two ballots showed evi¬ 
dences of wise guys. One of these 
thought pay should be raised to 
$4,000 a month. 

Check Disagrees 

Folowing the poll the Vol¬ 
ette undertook a survey to 
find out the living expenses of 
UTJC veterans, in order that they 
could be compared to average liv¬ 
ing expenses of GI students over 
the nation.

National expenses were averages 
of on-and-off the campus expenses 
reported In an authoritative Army 
veteran’s paper. Estimated UTJC 
expenses for single men is an av¬ 
erage of the estimates of twenty 
college boys; the estimates of liv¬ 
ing expenses for married veterans 
is an average of the estimates of 
several Trailer Village house¬ 
wives. Perhaps this is not a broad 
enough cross-section for a survey, 
but the averages should be correct 
to within five dollars. Expenses 
are for necessities only. Recreation 
and luxuries are not figured in.

All women under 21 who do 
not have relatives in Martin or 
meet other requirements will have 
to stay in one of the two dorms.

Wartime Student 
Returns to UTJC 

"It was such a friendly campus 
that I just had to come back.” 

The above is the explanation of¬ 
fered by Bob Gibson, the only 
member of the Navy Flight Train¬ 
ing Program at the Junior College 
during the war, now back at the 
old school. 

Bob, a native of Henderson, was 
assigned to the campus from April 
to July 1943 along with 120 other 
Cadets undergoing courses in nav¬ 
igation, aerology, communication, 
flying, civil air regulations and en¬ 
gines. 

Many of the present faculty had 
to teach subjects far from their 
normal fields while the Cadets 
were here. Mr. Stanford taught 
Bob. aircraft recognition, Mr. Hor¬ 
ton taught navigation, Miss 
igation, aerology, communication, 
and Mr. Allen expounded on civil 
air regulations.

Biggest difference in the campus 
life of ’43 as compared with today

Bob was 
there. One of his fellow officers 
on the Hornet at this time was 
Franklin Roosevelt; Jr., son of the 
late president. 

Placed on inactive duty in Aug¬ 
ust, Bob straightway enrolled at 
the Junior College where he is 
majoring In Agricultural Engi¬ 
neering with a strong minor in 
campusology.

Editor Bryson found that two-thirds of the 
students at Texas confessed to cheating sometime during their 
stay at college. 

The Volette was criticized by various faculty members 
who said its figures were false, that the poll was an insult to 
the honor of the fine young ladies and gentlemen of west Ten¬ 
nessee, that it was bad publicity, etc. 

The cure for the cheating situation is not the ostrich like 
altitude of pretending it doesn’t exist. The cure is not to try 
to keep it from coming into the open. Cheating will go on as 
long as there is a grading system, as long as chances present 
Oiemsclves, and as long as human nature is like it is. 

The real remedy is for the teacher to remove tempta¬ 
tions, and to let students know he is trusting them. Most 
Students have a high sense of honor—but they sometimes 
need to be reminded.

It "is a jovernmbnt 
fund to cover only the necessities 
of life. It fulfills till* function 
in ply In the case of single men, 
bu]l not for married men. Recrea¬ 
tional expenses, savings, and Inci¬ 
dentals, Indispensable though they 
may Be thought, are not inten¬ 
ded to be furnished by the govern¬ 
ment. 

Married Vets Worse Off 

Married vets are worse off than 
single. One remarked, "Two can 
live as cheap as one, but only half 
as long.” According to trailer fig¬ 
ures, 390 will not cover the bare 
living expenses of a married fam¬ 
ily with a baby. Trailer couples 
live more cheaply than veteran 
couples living out In town. Most 
families are diping into their sav¬ 
ings, receiving outside help, or 
the wives work. 

The situation may be relieved 
for married students somewhat by 
the proposal now before a congres¬ 
sional committee. The plan would 
Increase the aubsistance allot¬ 
ments for vets with one child by 
$10 monthly. Each additional child 
would earn the vet a boost of $7. 
In other words ,a vet with a wife 
and two children would draw $107 
monthly. 

No raise la In prospect for 
single men. The ten dollars a 
single man can save Is mostly 
theory, and theory only when he 
purchases only the barest of ne¬ 
cessities. In reality, most single 
men are going Into their savings 
slightly.
